Fiber-filled pillow: These flatten with use, so chances are you'll 
want to restore their bulk and softness. Clean them in your washing 
machine every couple of months, and choose a windy day if possi- 
ble. Wash the pillows in cold or lukewarm water with mile deter- 
gent, and use a short cycle. Hang pillows to dry in a shady, breezy 
location if possible, turning them frequently. Finally, place pillows 
in the dryer on the lowest setting to fluff the filling. Adding a new 
tennis ball or clean tennis choe will help to pump up the volume.
